Washington, Sept. 29. 
la his Cincinnati speech President 


Roosevelt definitely declared that he 
is opposed to tariff reduction as a cure 
for the trust evil. He points out, 
among other things, that the trusts 
•wxnjld stand tlie abolition ol tlj^ tariff 
better than anybody else, and that the 
first effect of such a law -would- t»e to 
kill the independent competition. 


He does not, however, put himself in 


an attitud-e of absolute opposition to 
all tariff changes or -consider the pres- 
ent tariff schedule sacred. He, how- 
ever, vigorously objects to an over- 
hauling of the tariff along fr«e trade 
lines, because he believes such, action 
would unsettle 'business of every kind, 
disturb the money market, bring many 
manufactories to a standstill and pro- 
duce a disastrous panic. 


This speech is being, of course, se- 


verely criticised by free trade organs 
and orators, bpt then the president 
has never exhibited' a great regard for 
the "wishes or opinion of democrats 
and free traders. 


The New York republican conven- 


tion at Saratoga gave to President 
Roosevelt and his administration its 
"heartiest approval and most cordial 
support." On tbe tariff question the 
platform says that the pledge given 
by William McKinley of 
abundant 


work and good wages, based on the 
passage of a protective tariff bill, has 
been fulfilled. The greatest national 
issue is the maintenance of prosperi- 
ty. 


While the platform encourages' prop- 


e_r_ business enterprises' it condemns 
all combinations or monopolies "hav- 
ing for their purpose the destruction 
of competition in legitimate enterprise, 
the limitation of protection in 
any 


field of labor or the increase of the 
cost to the const:rner oi' any of the 
necessaries of lite." 


The abscess on President Roose- 


velt's leg which caused an operation 
necessitating the abandonment of his 
trip and which has iaid the president 
up in bed for a 'while, had been form- 
ing, it seems, for some time, but was 
not even known to his friends until 
it had assumed serious proportions. 
It was said at the beginning of the 
journey that the president would de- 
liver five set speeches on national ques- 
tions. He was especially desirous of 
making his tariff speech. The last few 
days of the trip developed additional 
reasons which determined the presi- 
dent to make this speech. Reports had 
continued to come to his train that 
the situation in Iowa was more ser- 
ious than was generally believed. He 
wanted it understood, as his speech 
shows, that he considered common 
sense treatment of the Iowa situation 
better than fine politics. So he made 
the speech at Logansport, Indiana, al- 
though in the greatest pain, and stood 
the while upon a leg -which would 
have put most men in- bed several 
days before.

The attitude of the women of (the 


Cnited States upon the subject ofjthe 
protective tariff has not been fully de- 
nned because they do not yet appre- 
ciate the meaning of the term. But 
upon the question of prosperity • there 
is no woman who cannot express her 
views in plain language. She >realizes 
chat now the larder ia full to over- 
flowing, her happiness is complete, and, 
she, most of all, feels the influence q£ 
Uaving a husband steadily employed 
and the exhilaration of a prosperous 
year. Her children are well fed, poop- 
erly clothed and on the highroad! to 
be educated. She tucks them into/bed 
at night with a satisfaction whlchj has 
come to her amid the prosperity of the 
times. She does, by a wise manipula- 
tion of the household expenses, make 
her home cozier by the addition of 
pretty curtains and fancy little bric-a- 
brac, so dear to the womanly heart. 
Birthdays she celebrates by dressing a 
doll for the baby girl or buyingja toy 
for the boy she loves, all of rwhich 
takes hard earned money. The'fathers 
throughout the land nightly smile up- 
on their happy families, thankful that 
they can give the comforts-of life to 
them. Retrospection, however, would 
call to their minds that times.are vast- 
ly different from those of 1893 and 
1897, under a free trade administra- 
tion. Then the mother was compelled, 
by the enforced idleness on,the part of 
husband ami father, to eke/out a mere 
existence for the family.by '-working nt 
day labor, such as washing and scrub- 
bing. 
Her little ones were denied 


shoes and stockings and the necessa- 
ries of life. 


The sun of the old prosperous days 


had set, and the brunt of poverty and 
distress came to the wife and mother. 
She would not show her husband her 
passing agony, so theibest went to him 
and to the children. Everything was 
cheap enough, but there was no money 
in the home to buy Avith. Tho boys, 
from sis years old up, were sent to 
work selling papers, picking berries or 
digging greens in the summer, and the 
winter was spent in shoveling snow, 
blacking boots andithe like. Girls still 
in their babyhood learuu'd the hard 
grind of household work, having been 
left by their mothers to care for the 
younger children ..while they earned tbe 
coveted pittance at the washtub. Fa- 
thers marveled at tlao change with 
breaking hearts, too late realizing that 
their vote had caused the desolation 
among their loved ones. 


In 1S03, at the time of tho financial 


crash, the writer was in a position to 
appreciate the awfulness of the dis- 
tress caused by the passage of the Wil- 
son-Gorman bill. As superintendent of 
an institution which was founded to 
satisfy a demand for refuge for iudi- 
gent women and orphan children, tho 
opportunity was afforded to note the 
sorrow of mothers separated from hus- 
bands and children. The one year of 
3S03 in ttiat small western town added 
over a hundred children to the list of 
little unfortunates. .These wee mor- 
tals were not orphans—only left with- 
out parental care because of a gross 
mistake made by the men at the head 
of the government, who had promised 
the deluded people to make times bet- 
ter Instead of worse. 


The mothers of the nation did not un- 


derstand the cause of the change; they 
only knew that one after another the 
factories closed and the mammoth fail- 
ures of banks nnd firms threw out of 
positions men who had never before 
known want. There arose as from one 
throat u cry demanding a reason for 
the clouds in the sky. The voice was 
feminine. The idle mon of those years 
suffered, hppod and were silent. A wo- 
man knows no hope and will not be 
Bllent when her children arc hungry.

and minors felt the change more than 
the other classes. They hnd not nn- 
tii-lpatod snrli a crisis and consequent- 
ly were not prepared for It. In her 
wildest dreams of want the young 
mother hnd pictured nothing of so 
jir.'ivo n character.

manly boy had wooed nnd married her 
had ho lost n single day's work. It

New fern leaves grow out from the un 
derground roots some distance ntvay 
from the old plant. The average ob 
server scarcely notices this, but there 
is a nathe fern that steps off at so 
lively a pace that its odd habit ha 
long furnished one of the unceasing 
entertainments of the 
wood1?. The 


walking fern often carpets ledges and 
tops of shaded rocks. The slender, 
tufted leaf fronds are sincrulnrly 1111 
fern like In appearance. They squirm 
about and "walk" by declining their 
taper tips to the soil and raking root 
there and growing. In time clusters 
of new leaf fronds spring from snob 
rooted tips. By and by somo of these, 
too, bite the earth and, taking root, 
start still other colonies, which in turn 
will continue the progress aijnin and 
again. Naturally, with the l;ipse of 
time, the connection between the older 
tufts aud the younger becomes broken, 
yet OTIC sometimes finds series of three 
or four linked together, representing as 
many steps in the pretty ramble.—

It seems Incongruous to read in the 


•ame issue of a paper that President 
Roosevelt has signed the order for 
taking a census of the Philippines— 
the census ordered by congress to be 
taken when the Filipino revolt was 
over and "complete peace" restored— 
and that Capt. Pershing started, on 
the -day the order was signed, with a 
strong unilitary force to attack the 
Moro forts at Macin, Mindanao. The 
explanation, however, Is simple. The 
Moro tribesmen had nothing to do 
with, the Tagal revolt, for they were 
never controlled by Spain and never 
recognized Spanish authority. The Ta- 
gal revolt is over, and peace prevails 
where it once existed; and the expedi- 
tion against the mohammedan tribes- 
men has no connection1 whatever with 
Aguinaldo's war. 


TRIUMPHS OF MEDICAL SCIENCE. 


Prom St. Louis comes a statement 


that a Chinaman named Dong Gong, 
who in November of last year was 
sequestered in a building erected es- 
pecially for htm on the grounds of the 
St. Louis quarantine hospital, he be- 
ing then.' suffering from a clearly-de- 
fined case of leiprosy, and on. whom 
Dr. M. C. Woodruff, superintendent of 
the hospital, tried a new method of 
treatment, has been cured, and will be 
discharged if a imeddcal board of lep- 
rosy experts that has been summoned 
to examine him makes a report sus- 
taining the opinion of Dr. 
Woodruff 


If a -case of leprosy has indeed been 
cured something not far from a mira- 
cle has been performed, and the news 
that modern medical science has dis- 
covered a method of effectively treat- 
Ing the awful malady^will give hope 
to a class of sufferers Uhat have been 
absolutely without hope since the dis- 
ease was flrst known. 


Of even greater interest is the re- 


port from the Harlem hospital that 
a patient of that institution, a boy 
seven years old who wan brought to 
the hospital suffering from tetanus, or 
lockjaw, ha* been cured. The uecret 
of the cure, aw it appears from the 
hospltaj report, lies In the fact that 
the tetanus antitoxin 
was 
Injected, 


not in those parts of the body where 
subcutaneous injections arc commonly 
ttnade, but directly Into the spinal col- 
umn—a method of treatment which 
proved successful, al&o, in the case 
ot another patient of the same hospi- 
tal last summer. 


It was Tiot many yoars ago that a 


doctor, on the witness 
btaml 
in a 


nnirdt-r case, testified that during his 
many years of service in tho Dublin 
general hospital and Guy's hospital in 
London he had hewi over 1100 cases 
of tetanus, all of which resulted, fatal- 
ly; and that he did not belie.vu any 
perwm had ever recovered 
from 
a 


clearly-developed case of the disease. 
It is scarcely more than a year 
ago 


that tetanus became known generally 
an a germ diseatju, that Is. one which 
ib curablb by the adnniiibtnitlon of » 
proper bttnirn. Then came the clilll- 
cully of finding such a sonnn. 


In January last the doctors at the 


St. Frances hospital in Trenton, N, .1.. 
announce that they had hit upon the 
desired remedy, and in proof of thoir 
afiHertion they cailcd attention to the 
caw.' of a vid.hu of lockjaw in ll« worst 
form who had been reut'/red to health 
after having received four Injections 
of tho new serum. Naturally, there- 
fore, this hospital \n 
Trenton

looked upon a» wort of a Mwa for 
lockjaw miffcrerti from that time on.

never a fatal but once a very common 
disease, and an intolerable and lasting 
annoyance, has 
practically 
disap- 


peared; the bubonic plague, which al 
roost annihilated nations in' the mid- 
dle ages, has few terrors for civilized 
peoples IMW. and the same may be 
said of the, cholera; hydrophobia is 
no longer sure death; and the yellow 
fever, after holding high carnival :n 
Cuba for more than three centuries, 
was stamped out by the American ar- 
ray surgeons ia jess than three years. 


These and other triumphs of medi- 


cal science afford reasonable ground 
for hope that leprosy and tetanus, dis- 
eases that have nothing in common 
except that their cure has 
hitherto 


baffled medical research 
and 
skill, 


have at last been at least partially 
conquered.

The student 
of auntomy knows that all food enters 
ami leaves the sroruach on the right 
side, and heuco sleeping oa the left 
side soon alter eating involves a sort 
of pumping operation which is any- 
thing but conducive to sound repose.

fered with considerably, nnd the lungs 
are unduly compressed. It is probable 
that lying on the back is the most nat- 
ural position, but few men can rest 
easily so. and hence it is best to culti- 
vate the hnbit of sleeping on the right 
side. It Is -scry largely a matter of 
habit, and the sooner it is acquired the 
better for the sleeper r.nd the worse 
for the physician.

A man 
who cnnnot keep cows without reson- 
ing to the use of a whip bad better re- 
tire from dairying- and cserciso hi3 
muscle chopping wood or carrying the 
hod. A whip may bo necessary in 
training steers—of that I cannot speak 
—but I am fully convinced that any 
means of punishment in a dairy herd 
is a losing game.—J. H. ID Hoard's 
Dairyman.

WORKS OF ART. 


"Wealthy Pictnre Buyers Arc Able to 


Pay Dnty on Foreign Pun-liases. 
It is announced in the public prints 


that J. Fierpont Morgan, Hun-les T. 
Ycrkcs and other wcallhy men have 
formed an association the object of 
which is to secure u repeal of tho tariff 
duty on paiutiugs and works of art im- 
ported into this country. An appeal is 
to be made to President Roosevelt, and 
individual members of congress will 
be nskcd to use their influence to have 
the l:nv changed. "We do not think this 
movement will succeed. Tho men who 
are rich enough to buy hundred thou- 
sand dollar pictures in Europe nre rich 
enough to pay the revenue tax of 20 
per cent nd valorem. There is no bet- 
ter reason for admitting free of duty 
a hundred thoiipnnd dollar painting 
purchased abroad for private use and 
enjoyment thau there is for admit- 
ting a hundred thousand dollnr dia- 
mond. Both ure objects of art, objects 
of ornament, objects of display. When 
Mr. ,T. Pierpont Morgan wishes to em- 
bellish his private gallery with a for- 
eign masterpiece iu oil, he .should pay 
the duty precisely as he would pay it 
If ho wished to embellish his pnrlor 
with a hundred thousand cnrpet or his 
bathroom with a hundred thousand 
dollar tub. But if Mr. Morpan and Mr. 
Ycrkes should wish to embellish a pub- 
lic institution or gallery with a hun- 
dred thousand dollar painting or statue 
they may do so without tho payment 
of n cent of duty. That Is one of tho 
provisions of the Dlnpley law.
